For your Information. 

1. In report on the hostile activity of tourists visiting lAingary 

it vas noted that an Stall QOmiANB, bom in 1911# a citizen of the German 
Federal Republic^ residing in Vest Berlin, who traveled systematically to 
Hungary as a journalist and businessman vas suspected of vorUng with the 
British Intelligence Service. In 1944 vhen he vas an officer in the German 
^telligence Service residing in Budapest he vas reported to be an agent of 
the British Bitelligenee Service. Jhst before the beginning of the revolt 
he traveled to Hungary as a journalist. In HOvenber 19^9 the sectirlty organs 
of the Peoples Republic arrested his contact • a Hungarian citizm, 

vho uxider Interrogation admitted that he undertook espionage activity from 
19^ m instructlana of HORMAIIH vas primarily Interested in mill- 

I tary and political Infoxnatlon. 

2. As a result of t^e above ve specifically queried C. Q concerning 

Dr. BQfVliUD* J recalled that he beard Subject mentioEied as a 

suspected agent of tne BBD against vhom Section Department I, OB vas 
running an opexatlcm. BORHAHH occaslooBlly visited the Poznan fairs, at 
vhlch time he vms closely surveiUed and investigated, flouree recalled having 
discussed the case vith CdLond Henryk 6GKDMK > CT deputy 

chief (new chief) of Department I, UB, vho stated that he vas personally 
interested in the case since HOFFMAHH vas a former Gestapo officer and an 
unreconstructed BSazi. Source does not know to vhat extent Section 3 has been 

_ successful in their operation against Subject. He can provide no further 
information about HOPFHAHH*

L, Dr* Stall FridoUti ISOmum beam 10 OotoW l^U In Westphalia, 
Geznaay Is a veil known legal traveller and Staat-West trader. Prior 
to 19^5 he wae employed In the Oenson Propaganda Ministry and as 
Press Attache at the Gexvan Stabosay In BucUiarest. FoXlovlng his 
release fron a Brltleh detention eattq> In 19 ^ 7 # BOFSHfiM beeai&e a 
luaiber of Sahhelaer^Kreis (Bauheln Circle), a groc^ of unreeon- 
struoted Basis who desired to beeaso the nucleus of a nev national 
soeimllat political organlsatloQ. When a muber of these Xrcls 
aetabers vere arrested by the British for suhverslYe activity SOPmABB 
disassociated bioself fros the groi:^* 

2» In the spring of 19^9 dQypNAHK vas the Chief of the PrankfUrt/ 
Main office of the entl-ooBaBOlet nevspapor Scho der Woe he which 
vas puhXisbed in Munich. Re also vrote articles for the Wlrtschafts^ 
revue, a foreign trade Journal published In Constance* Later BOSTMABB 
noved to Vest Berlin to beooae the representative for the Racdelage- 
sellschaft Atlas (Atlas Trading Co.) and Xaheasai and Co., both of 
vhich vere involved in oast/vest coasme. Atlas vas at one tise 
of interest to KDBAHX as a source of funds for cooBinaist activity in 
Vest Qervaay. Because fiKSFfMABB's cooBerelal dealings brought hia 
into eootaet vlth oaiay particularly shady personalities (saoag then, 
the fonser Director of the Foreign Trade Section in the pre-Ccsmnlst 
fiungurian Fooreign Ministry, LasaXo VASARHELXX, presently a Swedish 
eitlsca he cane under suspicion by western Intelllgenee services as 
sn agent for the opposition. In 19^3 he left Berlin to live in Kahl» 
near Boon. He regained there until the fall of 1959 end during this 
tine wrote articles for the Volksvlrt, a Fiaidcfurt foreign trade and 
ecoocerfc Journal, as well as cooqpletlfig his book, Bast/Vest Trade at 
TWtllf^t Which revealed that be Is a bitter encBQr of Adeoaiter^^B 
foreign policy and the U.S. Which in his view had dictated the for- 
eign policy. 

3 . Aficorllng to an unconfirmed report, ffQFFMASB's anti-Amerlcaais& 

Is based upon the erroneous belief tbat U.S. orgonlxatiOBS in Berlin, 
Jealous of his position In trade circles, denounced hia as an agent 
for the east and unjustly harassed, in fact drove hia out of Be rl in 
in 1953 . Both CDCPAL and LfT coadoeted Investigations of BOTMAIV 
in early 19^s since he vas deeply lavoXved la sad -legal east/vest 
trade and associated with proven MfS operatives. The LTV took up 
HOnMAHH's passport travel outside Oomany Isgosslble which 

resulted In curtailing bis business trips as veil as his lacoae.
